(Price 
Brian Hooker can write worthy 
things. He is capable of good English.

How EXPULSION OF CELESTIALS WILL

The first shipment 
of 3000 back to China was made, now more than a year 
ago, and others will be exported at intervals until] these 
yellow slaves, as they are called, are eliminated from 
the golden treasure vaults of the Rand. | 
This movement will affect the whole world. It will, 
for a time, dam the enormous streams of the yellow 
metal which have been flowing out of these mines and 
wil! cut down the gold supply of the nations. Within 


the natives will not work longer than «ix months at a 
time, so this cuts the constant supply down to a possible 
200,000, which, even if it could be relied upon, is far less 
than the wants of the country. 


Before the Boer War there were 111,000 natives em- 
ployed in the gold mines. This number dropped to al- 
most nothing during that struggle, and the high wages 
then paid by the armies and others so disorganized the 
industry that when the war closed and the mines again 
began to work the shortage in the labor supply was 
30,000 and more. It was then that the possibility of get- 
ting Chinese was discussed, and, as a result, the celes- 
tials were brought here by the shipload. | 

The importation began in 1904. The first shipment 
came in July, and by the close of that year 20,000 of 
these almond-eyed, pig-tailed workmen were getting out 
gold. Since then about thirty or more steamer-loads 
have been brought, and the total invasion has amounted 
to 60,000 or more. This has been decreased by exporta-

Gold mining In the Transvaal is a low-grade proposi- 
tion, and it must be carrried on at low wages. Out of 
the sixty-five or seventy mines now on the Rand more 
than one-third do not yield over $7.50 worth of gold to 
the ton, and in some the yield is still less. The quan- 
tity of ore is practically inexhaustible, and the output 
is limited, almost entirely, by the amount of labor at 
hand. Last year it was about $130,000,000, or between 
one-third and one-fourth of the whole gold supply of 
the world. It could be doubled or trebled if the Rand 
had the labor, and if it has it not it must fall. There are 
more than 50,000 Chinese here at work, and they form 
the best of the unskilled labor that the Rand has ever 
had. 


The Native Labor Supply. 


But first let me tel] you something about the native 
labor of South Africa. There are about 5,000,000 negroes: 
in the British possessions south of the equator, and there 
are perhaps 1,000,000 more in Portuguese East Africa 
over the way. Of this, however, a large number are 
comprised of old men, women and children. The men 
employed in the mines range in age from 15 to 40, and 


The cost of bringing the Chinese was about $55 per 
head. They came for terms of three years, with a pos- 
sible extension to six years, but no longer; and they 
were to be paid at the start $15 a month. It was pro- 
vided that they were to live in compounds, or walled 
yards, during their stay in South Africa, and that no one 
could employ them except under license. 

The most of them came from North China, and more 
than half were shipped from Tien-Tsin. They were 
brought in on a contract between the British and Chi- 
nese government, and were washed and scrubbed, vacci- 
nated and photographed and medically examined before 
leaving. They got two months’ pay at the start, and 
they were so well cared for that very few died on the 
way. It was a part of the agreement that they were 
to be carried back home, and the Transvaal was assured 
that the Chinese would not be allowed to obtain a foot- 
hold in the land. | 


How the Chinese Came to Africa. 


During my stay here’Il have gone through the mines 
and watched these Chinese at work. They are far more 
industrious than the negroes, and form a much better 
labor supply. While going through the underground 
workings of the Simmer and Jack, the greatest produc- 
ing mine of South Africa, I was told by Mr. Seagraves, 
the manager, that the Chinese will do at least one-third

Men From Rhodesia. 
Another possible source of labor is Rhodesia. There 


} are now many negroes from Basutoland and Bechuana- 


land here. During my stay in Rhodesia I was told that 
the negroes of that country make fairly good workmen, 
and that if rightly superintended they will form an effi- 
cient labor supply. They move slowly, but they work 
Steadily and do not “loaf on the job” like the average 
American or European. The ordinary working day is 
about eleven hours long, and the wages in the mines 
there is $10 per month, including the cost of feed. On 
railroad construction ordinary workmen are paid $3 a 
month, and receive their food in addition. The exten- 
sion of the Cape to Cairo Railroad is being constructed 
with native labor, and I am told that these negroes can 
lay track almost as fast as the best track-laying ma- 
chines of the United States when manipulated by our 
white labor. During the last stretch of the railroad 
which ends at Broken Hill they laid five and one-half 
miles in eleven hours, and on the average they laid more 
than a mile of track per day for something like 400 miles. 
In this work the rails and steel ties were brought along 
on the cars as fast as the track was laid. The natives 


took the rails from the cars and carried them to the 


ties. About fifteen men were required to each rail, and 
the stream of carriers went on continuously from day- 
light to dark. I doubt not they could do equally well

THE Most NoTraBLE Goat FIGHT 
IN THE WORLD’s HIsToRY.

p= in the Herzegovina, one of the new provinces

the goat. 
Beg pardon, we are quoting dispatches when we use 
here the word nation, for not one American newspaper 
in ten got the correct term for the place, The Herzego- 


has for many years been a district, a county, if you 
please, of Bosnia, and Bosnia a vilayet, or province of 
Turkey. 

Those new countries of Europe have long had a very 
peculiar status, one worthy of going into. Bosnia, for 
example, has, since the war of the '70’s, been absolutely 
under Austro-Hungarian control. The troops of the 
Emperor-King have erected here a model government. 
But, like Egypt, the powers perpetuate a delicious fiction 
that it is still, or was up to this October, Turkish soil, 
‘simply “occupied” till quiet was restored.

In Bulgaria one had another fiction. Bulgaria had her 
army, her navy, her stamps, her coins. And yet, at least 
up to 1904, she paid the Sultan grudgingly $700,000 a 
year (this the figure, according to a Sofia journalist,) 
and was a part of Turkish empire.

System Is Wonderful. 


“Sheep, then, are admitted to the tract—the new pas- 
tures. These animals do not rise on their hind legs to 
devour the growing tops of the plants. 


“One year after opening to them cattle are admitted, 
for they do not reach the tops, so high are these now. 


“Finally, one year later still, the goat is admitted, the 


shrubbery betng now strong enough and high enough to 
care for itself. The arrangement, however, of these 
various pieces of reserve is unique. : \ 


“Parallel plots,” he continues, “are laid out over the 
province, so that when Plot No. 1 is entirely reserved in 
the next sheep are grazing. The neighbor ‘to this has 
sheep and cows both. In the farther field or strip sheep, 
cows and goats graze together, much as one sees these 
in Switzerland or the Tyrol. 


“Each year each reserve will advance one step—one 
more becomes available for sheep, another for cows, a 
third for the goats. So that in three years’ time the 
peasant receives back the public land of before, the vast 
goat pasture, but now no longer denuded as it has been 
for centuries. 

“Eventually the barren Herzegovina should be fertile 
and green. 


Resurrection Idea indorsed. 


“Seven years ago we introduced the latest innovation— 
i.e., the ‘resurrection idea.’ 


“A field was taken by the government, cleared of 
everything, declared reserve, and the weeds, which had 
previously been crushed by the nibbling of cattle and of 
smaller herds, so that they sent out several side shoots 


instead of one main stalk, are permitted to rise. 


“Then such plants as are harmful to the majority are 
cut out and the land is allowed to green with the others. 

“The venture is a paying one, and already over 400 
hectars have been covered by this process in a single 


circuit. 


“Still another way of fighting the havoe done through 
the centuries by the goat is in sowing a vast amount 
of seeds over the barrens by hand. 


“We have very strict forestry laws in this region, and 
violators are subject to imprisonment. Instead of jail- 
ing the men, however, they are set to gathering seeds— 
which is far more pleasant, out in the open, than re- 
maining in the cells—and later to sowing them. Conse- 
quently, if but one wild seed in 500 thrives, the venture 
still pays. [t costs the government nothing and the 


produce of that one seed will help spread the good work 


indefinitely. 


“In the north of the Herzegovina there is still some 
primeval forest, which is being cared for and made pro- 
ductive by like ingenious methods. 


Resu Its Are Outlined. 


“The matter of water is, of course, affected directly in 
this connection. In the winter we now have too much 


water by far in the deserts, and in the summer not

Girl Lawyer in Paris. 
First or HER SEX, BUT SHE MAKES 
A HiT W1TH HER FiRsT CASE.

P ARIS, Oct. 24.—Mlle. Héléne Miropolsky, a talented 


young lady barrister, made her début last week at 
the Palais de Justice. For the first time in the 
history of the modern Paris law courts a woman stood 
alone beiore the red-robed judges surrounded by all the 
solemn majesty of justice, pleading in her own right 
as legal counsel, the cause of another woman who was 


being tried for murder. No wonder that the court was 


crowded with an eager public and that all the other 
counsel, young and old alike, who were not engaged in 
other cases that day, thronged to witness the ordeal 
their young lady colleague. 
Clad in the sober black gown and white bib of counsel, 
but without the medieval bob wig so fanfiliar in Eng- 
land, Mile. Miropolsky was not in the least overawed or 
outwardly nervous. She had doubtless looked at herself 


in the mirror that morning and recognized that the 


verdict of “the men” could not be other than favorable. 
Mile. Miropolsky is a handsome brunette with fine dark 
eyes, a wealth of wavy black hair clustered out from be- 
neath the coquettish toque, and altogether she is pleas- 
ant to look upon, for she is in the bloom of twenty-one 
summers. Even the public prosecutor, her adversary, 
unbent from his stern mission as the avenger of justice 


ach with her knee, laid her on the floor. The old widow 
struggled desperately, but Louise Brut held her round 
the throat with a grip like a vise. A few seconds longer, 
and the victim would have been a corpse. At that mo- 
ment a second customer entered the store. The Apache 


| fled precipitately, but was arrested shortly afterward. 


The prisoner pleaded that she was intoxicated at the 
time of the outrage, and as it was proved that she had 
drunk two cups of coffee and four glasses of absinthe 
just before going to Mme. Delellie, Mile. Miropolsky was 
able to induce the jury to allow extenuating circum- 
stances! Maitre Henri Robert, the great criminal advo- 
cate, could not have done more for his client than that. 
Louise Brut was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 


Mile. Miropolsky is, therefore, now fairly launched 
upon her career, at the very outset of which she has 
reached a degree of celebrity that many briefiless bar- 
risters dream of, but never attain. It is probable that 
the new “avocate” will confine her activity to her own 
sex. Such at any rate is her present intention. 

It is not generally known that prior to the great rev- 
olution.of 1789, no woman was admitted to the bar. The 
rules of the order were extremely strict, and excluded 
“the deaf, dumb, mad, minors of sixteen, women, judges, 
notaries, policemen and persons belonging to a religious 
order.” When the revolution broke out the Corporation 
of Barristers shared the fate of every other privileged 
body; it was dissolved and the bar was thrown open to 
every one. Many prisoners, most indeed, defended them-

When, 
hours later, the door was burst open, it was too late. 
The baby was already dead. Héléne Jean, who was still 
alive, was taken to a hospital, where she lay between 


hospital it was to sage open to receive 
her as the murderer of her own Child. 

The young barrister could hardly have had a more 
grateful case to defend than that of this bereaved, 
heartbroken prisoner, alive in spite of herself and now 


childless. Mlle. Miropolsky drew such a picture as only 


a woman could draw of another woman’s sufferings, and 
when she had finished, the tears stood in the eyes of 
many of her hearers. The jury’s consultation was brief. 
There was only one possible answer to such an eloquent 
appeal; Héléne Jean was unanimously acquitted. The 
young “avocate,”’ her cheeks flushed with emotion and 
triumph, was warmly congratulated by a crowd of ad- 
miring confréres, who pressed forward to touch their 
pretty and learned sister’s hand. 

Héléne Miropolsky’s triumphal début was followed the 
very next day by another “masterly” pleading in the 
same court. This time, however, the subject was an un- 
grateful one. It was the trial, for attempted murder, of 
a female Apache.

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| sex, but in order to keep them out an examination so 
rigid was instituted that not one male lawyer out of 
every ten in good standing could have coped with it, and 
thus in the eighties only two more succeeded in getting 
inside the barriers. One was Mrs. Laure de Force Gor- 
don of California, the other, Mrs. Ada M. Bittenbender 
of Lincoln, Neb. 


Mrs. Carrie Burnham Kilgore attained her ambition 
in 1890, and was the first woman admitted during the 
decade, but a number of others followed, and in 1900 an 
even score of women had earned the highest privilege 
possible to an American lawyer. 


And these women and those who followed have not 
been content with the empty honor, but have frequently 
appeared and argued in the court. Mrs. Lockwood ap- 
peared fully a thousand times, and Mrs. Marilla M. 
Ricker, a most talented pleader, has been most frequent 
in her appearance. Mrs. Ricker is also said to be the 
only woman who ever sat on the bench with the Lord 
Chief Justice of England. 

The first woman to practice law in this country was 
Margaret Brent. Lord Baltimore, then Governor of 
| Maryland, asked the Legislature that she be appointed 
to be executor of her relative’s estate.

: One of the learned members said that it would be bet- 
ter that the estate be lost than a woman appear to make 
an argument before the court.

And yet a few years after the Civil War, when Mrs. 
Carrie B. Kilgore applied for admission to the law de- 
partment of the University of Pennsylvania, she was 
told by the then dean that when “niggers and women 
rare admitted to the law school”. he would resign. . Mrs. 
Kilgore herself relates this incident. 

It is largely through the efforts of the women who 
practice before the Supreme Court that married women 
throughout the country have acquired guardianship over 
their children equal with the fathers, and enjoy the 
right to money earned by them. :

The laws of the United States secure to the weaker 
sex its right to practice before the Supreme Court, 
During her fight for the privilege, Mrs. Lockwood per- 
suaded Benjamin F. Butler to introduce a bill providing 


that any woman of the requisite talents should be eli- 
gible to practice before the Supreme Court. It was lost 
the first time, but the next session Mrs. Lockwood re- 
en and was successful in getting it 


The difficulties of getting ahead in law which have 
faced almost every woman who developed the aspiration, 
are excellently illustrated in the case of Mrs. Kilgore. 
She was the first woman to practice law in Pennsylvania. 
Born in Craftsburg, Vt., her parents died when she was 
a little girl, Then her guardian decided that two years’ 
education was enough for a girl. At 15 she became a 
teacher. Three years later she taught mathematics in 
the public schools. For a few years she was a professor 
in a medical college. Then in 1865 she began to read 
law. Six years later came her application for admis- 
sion to the law school of the University of Pennsylvania 
when she was met with the insult coupling her sex with 
negroes. 

For ten years they withheld the permission to enter 
the law schools, but even when this had been accom- 
plished she faced only the beginning of her troubles. No 
Philadelphia court would admit her to practice. Finally, 
in 1883, through the efforts of Damon G. Kilgore, her 


husband, a Philadelphia lawyer, she was admitted to 


practice in the Orphans’ Court. In 1886 she was admit- 
ted to the Pennsylvania State Supreme Court. It was 
largely through the fight she made that women came to 
be admitted to practice in the courts of Philadelphia and 


to be allowed to study in the university law school. 


One of the most interesting of all these women prac- 


titioners haz been Mrs. Marilla Ricker. She has been 


practicing since 1882, and has made a specialty of crimi- 
nal cases. 

It is related of Mrs. Ricker that after the lawyer op- 
posing her had made a two-hour speech she addressed 
the court in these words: 


“Your Honor and gertlemen of the jury, I follow the — 


example of the learned counsel on the other side, and 
submit the case without argument.” 

The jury laughed, while the court suppressed a smile, 
and the case was decided in her favor. 


Years ago Mrs. Ricker went to England with a letter 
of introduction from Chief Justice Chase to the Chief 


Justice of England. She was welcomed by the Justice, | 


and was invited to sit with him during the trial of cases, 
a privilege never accorded to any other woman. 

Most of Mrs. Ricker’s clients have been women, and 
many of her cases have dealt with the collection of debts 
due working women.

Expensive Railroad Rates Abroad. 


Mr. Bryan could have told us that on his trip from 
Liverpool to London, a distance of 200 miles, his fare, 


| including 150 pounds of baggage, was $5.50, while the. 


fare from Boston to Albany, 201 miles, is $3.80. He 
could have found by inquiry that the engineers who 
pulled the train from Liverpool to London were paid 
$2, while the men who run the engines from Boston to 
Albany receive $7.60 for substantially the same mileage. 
If Mr. Bryan made the trip from London to Edinburgh, 
a distance of 400 miles, he paid $13.92 for his ticket. 
If he had felt interest enough in the matter to suggest 
the inquiry, he would have found that the engineers 
who handled the train received a total of $6 for the 400- 
mile run. When he reached New York he could have 
traveled on the Empire State Express from New York 
to Buffalo, a distance forty miles greater-than the dis- 
tance from London to Edinburgh, for $11.25; and he 
would have found out by inquiry that the engineers who 
pulled the Empire from New York to Buffalo were paid 
$16.64. In other words, while the fare in the United 
States was 20 per cent. less, the pay of American engi- 
neers was 177 per cent. more than that pald abroad. 


Mr. Bryan might have truthfully told his fellow coun- 
trymen, on his return, that the average pay of American 
railroad men is from 75 to 100 per cent. higher than is 
paid for similar service abroad, and that the rates, both 
freight and passenger, in foreign countries average 
fully double those of the United States.—[William C.

just like Chicago’s famous “Moody Church” on the 
face of the whole earth. There are thousands of 
respects, but the Moody 
church is in a class all by itself. Wholly independent 
and without affiliation with any particular sect or de- 


nomination whatever, it is at the same time a central 


ecclesiastical force whose workings ramify not merely 
throughout and beyond Chicago, but to no small degree 
around the globe. 


Poor folk are notably welcome in Roman Catholic 
churches everywhere, as in the rank and file of Protes- 
tant churches, and the Moody Church is no exception. 
In fact, if any partiality exists as between rich and poor, 
it is the latter who are favored in this intensely demo- 
cratic and peculiar organization, which “excommuni- 
cates” the member of influence and worldly importance 
when occasion arises as readily as the humblest day 
laborer; which will accommodatingly sprinkle you if you 
incline to that method of baptism or immerse you if you 
prefer to go under the water; which buys a column ev- 
ery week at advertising rates in one of the country’s 
greatest newspapers in which to publish the gospel tid- 
ings; and which is a real, live, sure-enough twentieth- 
century success along first-century old-theology lines! 

Almost every Sunday it is announced from the plat- 
form of the Moody Church that the poor who have 
nothing to give are just as welcome to the best the 
church affords as are those who contribute most liber- 
ally. “The best seat in the house is yours if you will 
take it,” says the preacher, and the courteous ushers 
are particularly on the alert to welcome the poorly- 
dressed worshiper. One of the church's most respected 
elders combined that exalted office for many years with

At least one of its methods is modern and forceful to 
an extent not approached in the work of any other 
church in Christendom as far as the writer knows. A 
column of space is purchased weekly in the Chicago 


- Daily News at the regular rate for religious notices, and 
- {n this column the pastor, Rev. A. C. Dixon, D.D., lays 


before that paper’s million or more readers the religious 
teaching which he considers of vital and timely impor- 
tance: and about 1000 newspapers in as many of the 
smaller cities and towns throughout the United States 
are buying these sermons from a plate agency and 
printing them regularly. Publication of the paid weekly 
sermon in the Daily News was started early last Janu- 
ary; and so numerous have been the evidences of in- 
terest in this method of disseminating Christian teach- 


_ing that it is now planned to publish the sermons in 
all Chicago daily papers of all languages. 


Here is the story of the church’s founding: in 1857 
D. L. Moody started a Sunday-school in a deserted sa- 
loon in the worst district of Chicago, with 200 saloons 
and gambling dens crowded together within the range of 
a few blocks. The school was a success from the start, 
and soon required larger quarters; and Mr. Moody en- 
listed as superintendent a prominent business man, Mr. 
John V. Farwell, the millionaire merchant recently de- 
ceased. 

President-elect Abraham Lincoln addressed the school 
while in Chicago on his way to his first inaugural at 
Washington—the first and only time he ever made a 
Sunday-school address—and about sixty of Moody's boys 
who heard him responded to the President’s first call for 
volunteers. 

Mr. Farwell had secured Mrs. Lincoln’s promise that 
her distinguished husband should visit the Sunday- 
school, and when the superintendent called with a car- 
riage at the home of the prominent citizen who was en- 
tertaining him, he excused himself immediately, leaving 
in the midst of dinner, and together they drove to the 
crowded school. On the way Mr. Lincoln declared that 
addressing a Sunday-schoo!l was out of his line. He was 
willing to visit the school, but did not wish to do any 
preaching. But when his tall figure appeared in the 
hall, the shout which greeted him was irresistible. He 
made a brief address earnestly commending the work of 
the school and telling his hearers 
study the Bible and practice its precepts they were sure 
to become useful and honored citizens. 

The school again outgrew its quarters, and in 1863 
the Illinois-street chapel was erected to accommodate 
it, Mr. Moody collecting the money required, about $20,- 


that if they would 


scholars and their parents some 300 had professed to 
adopt the Christian life. Mr. Moody urged the converts 
to unite with established churches, but soon it became 
an evident necessity to organize them as a separate con- 
gregation. 

Accordingly Mr. Moody invited the city ministers of 
his acquaintance to meet in council at his chapel for 
the purpose of organizing them as a church. The coun- 
cil was held December 24, 1864, with a good attendance 
of ministers of various denominations. All, however, 
felt obliged to decline to participate officially except the 
Congregationalists, to whom fell the duty of organiz- 
ing “The Illinois Street Independent Church.” 

The Illinois-street chapel was destroyed in the great 
fire of 1871, and for two years Mr. Moody’s congrega- 
tion worshiped in a large one-story frame tabernacle 
which was among the first buildings erected in the 
burned district. The winter following the fire was a 
period of much distress and the tabernacle was a center 
for the relief of the needy. It was kept open day and 
night as a shelter for any who chose to enter; food and 
clothing were supplied freely, and the religious services 
which began early every afternoon and lasted until late 
in the evening fairly glowed with evangelistic fervor. 
At many of these meetings the singing was led by the 
late Ira D. Sankey, famous singer and composer of gos- 
pel hymns and Mr. Moody’s associate in his great cam- 
paigns. 

During last winter the Moody Church conducted re- 
lief work for unemployed men somewhat similar to that 
of the old taberuacle days. For fifty-eight successive 
mornings a free breakfast of bread and butter and coffee 
in unlimited quantity was served, first in the church lec- 
ture-room, and then, when larger accommodations were 
required, in the church auditorium. A total of 58,500 
meals were given, and the hungry men, most of them 
homeless wanderers, consumed an average per meal of 
four cups of coffee and seven-eighths of a loaf of bread 
each. Every morning the breakfast was followed by a 
religious service and the old-time scenes were re- 
enacted with like results. At these meetings, which 
were attended almost exclusively by non-churchgoers, 
847 men made public confession of having begun the 
Christian life, among them gamblers, thieves and crooks 
of all kinds. | 

In the memorable panic year 1873 the first story of the 
present Moody church structure was built—and the edi- 
fice was completed in 1876, Mr. Moody having in the 
meantime scored his first great success in’ the British 
Isles. It is interesting to know that the final indebted- 
ness on the building was met with a fund of $25,000 
representing accumulated royalties on the sales of the 
Moody and Sankey hymn-books in Great Britain. Mr. 
Moody, when notified by the committee in charge of the 
book sales that this amount was due him, refused to ac- 
cept a penny of it (his enemies had said he was merce- 
nary.) and the committee finally decided that the money 
should go into the church building in Chicago. ! 

Sketching briefly its subsequent history, the church 
has been served by a line of ministers including, among 
others, the late Rev. George C. Needham, an evangelist 
of note; Rev. Charles A. Blanchard, D.D., president of 
Wheaton College; Rev. Charles F. Goss, D.D., who has 
since attained literary distinction; Rev. R. A. Torrey, 
D.D., and the present pastor, Rev. A. C. Dixon, D.D. 

The pastorate of Dr. Torrey, 1893 to 1901, marked a 
great advance in the prosperity of the church and its 
work. Dr. Torrey was at the same time superintendent 
of the Moody Bible Institute, established in 1839 and 
located close to the church; and his dual relationship to 
the two institutions led to a. cordial céoperation between 
them which was of great benefit to both and which still 
continues. 


Over four years elapsed after Dr. Torrey’s departure 
before,Dr. Dixon was called from Boston to assume the 
pastorate, the. pulpit being supplied in the interim by 
men of disti on at home and abroad who had been 
called to deliver lecture courses in the Moody Bible In- 
stitute. During this time the church, not only suffered 
no diminution of prosperity, but ually made addi- 


tional headway; and when Dr. Dixon took hold in the 


fall of 1906 a new era of expanded vity immediately 
began. During the winter of 1906-7 and again in 1907-8 
the Great Northern Theater was engaged for a noon-day 
service once a week. It was a week-day service in che 
center of the business district, and soon the city had 
learned that in Dr. Dixon Chicago had acquired one of 
the world’s most forceful and most eloquent preachers. 

Unswerving loyalty to the Bible is the basis of every- 
thing in the Moody Church's creed, government and 
practice. The formal confession of faith, to which the 
assent of all applicants for membership ts required, is 
made up from beginning to end of verbatim quotations 
from the scriptures. 

The principle, “In essentials unity, in non-essentials 
liberty” expresses the attitude toward varying doctrinal 
views. For instance, as to the mode of administering 
baptism, members who believe the Bible teaches sprink- 
ling are sprinkled by an elder having the same convir- 
tion, while those who believe the scripture method is 
immersion are immersed by an elder who believes like- 
wise. Similarly infants are sprinkled or “dedicated” 
as desired by the parents. And strange as it may seem, 
no ripple of dissension on these subjects is every seen 
in this cosmopolitan congregation. 

The membership includes representatives of nearly 
all white races, with a few orientals and colored folk; 
and there is an almost equal diversity of previous reli- 
gious connections. “The rich and the poor meet to- 
gether”—the latter of course greatly predominating— 
but no class distinctions are observable. 

There are no pew rents; all the seats are free; no ad- 
mission fee is ever charged for any service or. entertain- 
ment of any character; and the church motto lettered 
above the main entrance reads: “Ever welcome to this 
house of God are strangers and the poor.” |

KING VicTroR EMMANUEL HOLDS 
THAT UNIQUE DISTINCTION.

OME, Oct. 22.—King Victor Emmanuel stands 
R unique as the one sovereign in the world who has 
, never had a debt! More remarkable still, he was 
practically free from debt as Crown Prince, when his 
finances were anything but florid. 

The Italian civil list amounts to the very respectable 
sum of $1,200,000 yearly, but the King’s expenses are 
enormous. He hands over every year $400,000 to his 
mother, he keeps up from eight to ten palaces and 
estates, which came to him from the dispossessed Italian 
rulers, and he is paying off the debts of an extravagant 
father and still more so, grandfather. When he came 
to the throne he found that there were many large debts, 
on which very high interest was being paid, of the great

To- 
day the Queen's clothing, while still of the best quality, 
is not bought regardless of the price, as was the case 
with Queen Margherita. Furthermore, Queen Elena's 
gowns and hats are seen quite three times, if not more,

Despite the household 
economies, foreign sovereigns who have visited the Quir- 
inal declare that they were entertained as well, if not 
better, than at any other court.

For instance, 
Castelfusano and Castelporziano, near Ostia, on the sea. 
under the late “magnificent” King, were merely passive 
shooting places, which required large sums to keep up. 
The “bourgeois” King has, with modern methods, trans- 
formed them into money-making properties, which pay 
from 3 to 5 per cent., and at the same time keeps up his 
game preserves at half the cost. The Coltano estate, 
which seemed to be nothing but worthless marshes, has 
been drained, and now pays something like 10 per cent., 
and the “miset” has given a large part of it as a gift for 
the installation of the Marconi wireless. 


However, with all his good qualities, it must be con- 
fessed that the Italian sovereign carries his economy 
somewhat too far. It is all right to pay off other peo- 
ple’s debts, but not at the expense of decorum. It is 
authoritatively stated that Queen Elena selis her old 
clothes, that is, the very old ones—the comparatively 
good ones are sent to her family at Montenegro—and 
that her husband thinks twice before opening a bottle 
of champagne. It is, perhaps, unfortunate that King

Their British origin is not so 
evident as is the case with the New Zealanders, for the 
sub-tropical climate has overlaid the ruddy complexion 
with a coat of tan. Citizens who derive from other 
European nations are comparatively rare, and the 
Asiatic admixture is not very great. The local Chinese 


Like all Australians, the Sydney people have no use 
for stiffness, hauteur, or rigid lines of social demarka- 
tion. Perhaps that is why Mark Twain, who has lived 


much in Europe, said that here and also at Meibourne 


he felt almost at home again. But their democracy is 
not aggressive, except in politics, where the leaning 


toward socialism is very marked, nor brusquely self-— 


assertive and defiant of social conventions, save in the 
case of the “larrikin.” By this queer name is desig- 
nated the locai variety of hoodlum er hooligan, a class 
which seems to be a _ by-product of all great cities in 
lands where military service is not compulsory. The 
larrikin is just a young Ishmael whose hand is “agin” 
every one—especially the constabulary—who is not a 
member of his own “push.” The name is said to be de- 


rived from “laking;” but their horse play is extremely | 


rough, their humor malicious. 


On a fine holiday afternoon the Domain is thronged 
with Sydney folk. The “bloke” is there in his Sunday’s 
best, with the missus and the kiddies, the youngest being 
wheeled around in a “pram,” which is the same thing as 
a baby carriage. For the Domain is the city’s lounge 
and airing ground, its Central Park, eighty or ninety 
acres of rolling turf, walking across which is not pro- 
hibited, shaded by great trees and close to the business 
quarter. It overlooks and reaches down to the harbor, 
and encloses, like a Paradise in Eden, a celebrated botan- 
ical garden. Amid its groves of palm and bamboo, its 
bosky dells fragrant with strange blossoms, paths are 
artfully laid out so as to command charming vignettes 


of the sea and shipping. Plants of the tropic and tem- 


perate zones are assembled here in inexhaustible variety. 

For Sydney enjoys a climate very like our own, lying 
as it does 34 degrees south of the equator or almost to a 
minute of latitude as far south as we are north. Differ- 
ences, of course, exist. Their rainfall is more copious. 
Their winters seem to be actually frost-free, with a mini- 
mum of 4 degrees above freezing: like the South of 
France, they say, the wealthy Londoner’s ideal winter 
resort. The mean temperature is high, 62.6 degrees 
F.; and the hottest ever, 106 degrees F., exceeds our limit 


a little. But they suffer from that drawback, common to 


most sub-tropical cities, ours excepted, in the summer, 
moist, muggy weather. 


Sydney, however, has an antidote to heat prostration 
ready to hand. What if the streets are sweltering, it is 
sure to be cool on the water; and no point in the city 
is more than a mile and a quarter distant from the har- 
bor. Circular Quay is the hub of the water front, the 
focal point of holiday and suburban traffic. 
local steamers are arriving or departing from the slips 
which adjoin the Quay restaurant, where you can eat 
fried snapper and look out. of the window at the great 
Orient and P. and O. liners. Sixpence or a shilling pays 
for a round trip across to the North Shore, up the Para- 
matta River or to a landing on one of the numerous bays 
of the harbor. | 


The Paramatta is the Thames of Sydney. Its estuary 
is a continuation of the harbor inland, and presents the 
same features of land-locked bays and branching creeks. 
From it you get a view of the smoky, chimneyfied manu- 
facturing side of Sydney. Farther up in the wide reaches 
about Mortlake the famous oarsmen of Sydney train and 
race; and at Paramatta, above the railroad bridge, are 
groves of Australian navel oranges. With the harbor at 
their doors. Sydney citizens can freely enjoy the sports 
of yachting and fishing, but in the matter of sea bath- 
ing they are hampered by the presence of voracious and 
ageressive sharks. Swimming out from shore is highly 
dangerous. At the beach resorts wire-entanglemerts 
and stockades have been built to keep these pests off, 
and behind such protections the bathers swim in a sort 
of salt-water corral. 

While viewing the different aspects of the many-sided 
city from the deck of a suburban steamer, the tourist 
may gain some notion of its maritime traffic. There is 
no such crowding of vessels here as in ports situated on 
narrow rivers, no coup d’oil of tangled masts and yards. 
Regular lines or casual tramp, every vessel passing the 
Heads finds a snug berth at some appointed station 
along the 20,000 feet of wharf frontage. In the course 
of ordinary trade, it is figured that the tonnage of ves- 
sels using this port amounts to the good round figure 
of 80,000 tons a day. In the height of the wool-export- 
ing season this total is augmented by: half as much again. 

One can take passage at Sydney for almost any port 
in the Seven Seas. Most of the big steamship companies 
are represented here, and their boats arrive and depart 
regularly for Europe, Asia, Africa, and America, follow- 
ing the beaten tracks. But Sydney appeals to the imag- 
ination as the port of adventurers. Whalers, pearlers, 
copra gatherers, all those craft that nose around the 
endless archipelagos of the South Seas, ouifit here. The 
ship that you see going gaily out with the tide past the 
Heads may be a trader to the dangerous cannibal Islands 
of New Britain; or to New Guinea, the last of the won- 
der: lands, as yet scarce explored and unexploited; or a 
seeker commissioned for the Antarctic continent and the 
quest of the southern pole. 

Only a few score years ago this busy water front was 
nothing but a penal settlement, peopled by. armed guards 
and convict laborers. Rushcutter’s Bay still retains its 
original name, but Sydney Cove, which came to mean 
in London slang a ticket-of-leave man, is now Circular 
Quay. Among the. convicts dumped here many must 
have been offenders against overstrict laws. When men 
could be hanged for sheep stealing, they were doubtless 
transported for what we should now regard as minor 
offenses. 

Few cities, however. can point to such a contrast be- 
tween the present and the past. After all the Sydney- 
siders are right in sounding the praises of their’ harbor. 
It was the making of them. The colony is poorly off 
for navigable rivers, and in such a case the possession of 
a good harbor means a virtual monopoly of trade. Be- 


hind it are the great natural resources of the colony — 


in gold, wool, and coal. And Sydney herself happens to 
be located close to thy ~oal-bearing belt. With this stim- 
ulus to industrial activity the amazing growth of the 


city is connected. But regarding the colony as a whole, | 


it is a lopsided growth, as of a tumor. For a young 
country of a million and a half souls can hardly spare a 


third of them to swell the population of a capital city.

A TRIP IN AN ABROPLANE. 


AN ENGLISHMAN TELLS OF His RipE THROUGH 
THE AIR WITH WILBUR WRIGHT. 


[London Daily News:] When all was at last ready I 
took my seat on the flyer, taking care to fasten my cap 
well down, for the motor was running well and we ex- 
pected to attain some high speeds. The roar of the en- 
gine commenced, the starting weights were released, 
and off we went with a bound, but not a worse one than 
when starting on a switchback. Before reaching the 
end of the rail we had left it and were in the air. We 
were flying. 


Once clear of the ground the feeling of security was 


perfect, and I was able to watch with great interest 
the movements of the operating levers. We tore along 
at forty miles an hour, and soon came to the first cor- 
ner. Here a point of interest to motorists was demon- 
strated, viz., that no matter at what speed a curve is 


taken the machine adjusts its own banking, so to speak, 


and at the will of the operator it tilts up gracefully 
when taking a turn, and is therefore equivalent to a 
motor car tilting up the road in front of it so that it is 
always “banked” to just the correct angle to suit the 
speed at which a curve is taken; all liability to skid 
outward being thus avoided. Those accustomed to mo- 
tor racing on road or track will appreciate the effect of 
this, which is that taking a curve on a flying machine 
will, instead of being more dangerous, be actually safer 
than on an automobile. 


The prevalence of “undulations” of the atmosphere 
rendered very close attention necessary to the two levers 
controlling the equilibrium and altitude. I noticed that 


both these were kept constantly on the “joggle” ‘with 


slight movement. 

One has been accustomed to consider the atmosphere 
as a mass of air, decreasing in density with its altitude, 
but otherwise uniform; experience on a power-given 
flyer, however, shows that far from this being the case, 
the atmosphere near the earth’s surface—even in what 
we call calm weather—is made up of spiral movements 


of varying diameter, sometimes vertical and sometimes _ 


horizontal, undulations of all sorts—little hills and val- 
leys, and “streams” of air—in fact, one might cali it a 
new “world” conquered by man. A world with “scen- 
ery” of great variation, which, though invisible to the 
eye, is none the less felt by the operator of a flying 
machine, 


To maintain equilibrium and steering control, while 
battling with these complex movements of the air, has 
been the great problem which for centtiries has baffled 
human ingenuity, and which is now solved by the 
Wright brothers after years of systematic study and 
experiment. 

Sometimes we flew above the trees, sometimes we flew 
three feet off the ground, entirely at the will of the op- 
erator, who thus showed the most perfect contro! over 
his machine that any one coukd imagine. The side 
gusts and varying currents which we encountered at 
times, caused gentle dipping motions, not unlike a 
a switchback, but always under complete control. 

Our speed in the early morning cavSed tears to roi! 
down our checks, but with goggles on one would have 
no difficulty in reading a map, making notes, or taking 
photographs, etc. 

After a flight of several miles a descent was begun 
for landing. -At the right moment the engine was sfop- 
ped, and we came to ground so gently that | found it 
impossible to tell exactly when the runners first touched 
the surface. On landing, we skimmed along the surface 
rather like a toboggan, coming to a standstill a tew 
yards from our starting point. The sensation of flight 
was novel and delightful, and the fact of accomplish- 
ing what several eminent scientists have “proved” im- 
possible gave also an added satisfaction. : 


With regard to the “art” of flying, Mr. Wright and his 


machine seem to work together as one unit; the man- 
agement of a machine of this kind in breezy weather, 
however, is not at all easy; at the same time, ft can 
only require patience and careful practice before any 
intelligent man possessed of coolness ard good judgment 
can learn it.

STRANGE AND ABHORRENT ‘PrRac- 
TICES AMONG ARCTIC NATIVES. 


By a Special Contributor. : 
NCIVILIZED tribes, primitive, almost aboriginal, 
from unknown regions of the earth are always in- 
teresting to modern people. One takes interest in 

contrasting the methods, manners and customs of the 
primitive races with those of modern civilization, and 
whenever the opportunity offers even the layman with 
no particular scientific bent of mind will enjoy the 
chance to investigate and learn something of what the 
forbears of modern nations were like. 

Every one is interested in the study of the American 
Indian, and travelers who visit out-of-the-way places 
will unconsciously make a closer study of the inhabi- 
tants than they would of their own race. In the case 
of the American Indian, the romance and tragedy of the 
real American, lends zest to the search for information. 
Yet the casual observer or the one who is limited in

racially widely different. The intense cold and the lack 
of other habiliments makes it necessary for them to 
wear furs. Yet would one say that the native of the 
upper Amazon who wears only a strip of cloth about his 
body is in any way kin to the native of the East Indies 
or to the native of darkest Africa just because the Malay 
or the negro limits his clothing to a similar strip of 
cloth? 


A party of thirty-four natives of Northwestern Siberia 
will be a feature of the 1909 exposition. They come from | 
three different villages, and although living within 150 
mifes of each other, each tribe speaks a different dialect, 
making it almost impossible for them to speak to one 
another. There are two tribes of Sealmen and one of 
Deermen. The Sealmen come from the coast on the 
Arctic side of Siberia, and are so called because they 
live chiefly upon sea] meat. The Deermen come from 
the interior and live on venison. 

These Siberian natives were persuaded to leave their 
homes and bring their entire earthly possessions to Se- 
attle by Capt. A. M. Baber, who has been engaged in 
trading in the Siberian Arctic for many years and who 


has the fullest confidence of the natives. He was as- 
sisted by W. P. Bissner, who had a good knowledge of ' 
the various Siberian dialects. The party was brought to | 
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ihe Indian as he realiy was a hundred or more years ago, 


are rare indeed, while few have penetrated to the re- 


gions where the American Indian is still living as of 
yore. 

In fact, so few are the opportunities for seeing the 
primitive races as they really are, unsullied, unspoiled 


or unraced by contact with civilization, that when the 


chance is offered it is quickly seized. It is only when 
some great occasion arises when modern man with the 
everlasting commercial instinct changes things about 
and brings the wild tribes to civilization, that the peo- 
ple at large can see and study for themselves. p 
Thus it happens that at every great international ex- 
position held within the last twenty years, some few of 
these interesting tribes have been found. One would 
think that with the large number of great expositions 
in recent years it would be next to impossible to find any 
race of men that had not been exhibited before. But it 


has been done most successfully, and when the great. 


Pacific World’s Fair, the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposi- 
tion, opens at Seattle next summer, a race as primitive 
and uncontaminated by modern civilization as any on 
earth, will be found upon the grounds. 

For the first time in the history of expositions, the 
real unsullied native of the Siberian Arctic will be on 
view. These natives are called Eskimos from their simi- 
larity in costumes and habits wii the natives of the 
most vorthern part of North Ca, yet they are 


to get them out, as navigation with the Arctic does not | 
open until well into July. On their arrival at Seattle a 
few days were spent in seeing the sights and then Capt. 
Baber took his charges to an abandoned fishing camp on 
Hoed’s Canal, where the Siberians can hunt and fish 
and live without coming in contact with civilization. An 
interesting event occurred while the party was in Seattle. 
A new member arrived, and, while pure Siberian, is not, 
of course, a native. The baby is doing well, and will 
no doubt be one of the pets of the exposition next year. 

The manners, habits and customs of the Siberians are 
peculiar. They are real primitive people whose chief 
business in life is the struggle for existence. It is al- 
ways a case of food with them. They live in skin tents 
(igloos,) their clothing consists entirely of skins and the 
best part of their waking hours is spent in the pursuits 
of the animals that supply skins as well as food. Seal, 
walrus, sea otter and various kinds of fish are the staple 
article of diet of the Sealmen. The Deermen use some 
fresh-water fish and much deer and bear meat, found on 
the tundra; wild fow] and their eggs give some variety. 
Since first coming in contact with the white man, about 
sixty years ago, they have learned to like hard bread, 
sugar and black tea. The latter is the result of the 
Russian influence, as green or Japan tea is not allowed 
in Siberia. 

The community idea is strong with the Siberians. If

BIT of nature unspoiled—even by sign boards;

Harsh winds, chill days, the strain 
and burden of everyday living are left behind as one 
travels over the road of a thousand curves, on the stage 
that is the only connecting link between Bolinas and 
the outer world—save for the “butter” boat which twice 
a week swings around Lime Point and through the 
Golden Gate to the city. There is never any rush for 
train or boat here, for neither railroad, trolley nor boat 
line reaches the place. 

Across the bay from San Francisco to Sausalito on the 
ferry boat, by trolley to San Rafael, then a stage ride 
of eighteen miles over the Fairfax hills, which rise, 
swell by swell, until one looks across to the crown of 
Mount Tamalpais—apparently almost on a level—that 
is the way to Bolinas. The road winds and winds, 


| The-protecting arm of Duxbury Reef shuts off the 
full force of the waves, while the southern exposure and 
the hills to the northward protect the outer bay from 
_the sharp coast winds. The strong breeze pouring 
through the Golden Gate sucks the fogs in that direc-_ 
| tion, often leaving Bolinas in the sunlight wMile heavy 
fogs hang just beyond. The inner bay, shut in by the 
long “sand spit,” gives an opportunity for boating. For 


three miles along the “spit” extends a hard, wide beach, '- 


_ unsurpassed for driving or walking. On the oppositc 
| Shore of the lagoon picturesque coves and ranches, Dip- 
sea Inn and Willow Camp are to be visited. Bathing in 
_the lagoon and the outer bay is good, and yachts can 
anchor safely “outside.” For those who love fishing, 
there is abundant sport. From Duxbury Reef rock cod, 
sea trout and perch are caught, while Bolinas Lagoon 
is noted for its smelt. Trolling for salmon is also a 
common pastime. 


This is the nearest beach to San Francisco where 
good sea bathing is found. The beach is scattered with 
driftwood, and clam bakes and bonfires are favorite 
amusements, while there are many drives and walks 
| that are full of interest and offer choice bits for the | 
artist’s canvas. Bolinas is a favorite resort with artists 
—for rest or for work, as the spirit moves. 


Bolinas is no upstart resort. Before San Francisco 
existed, ships used to anchor in this bay to obtain sup- 
plies and fresh water from the abundant springs in the 
neighborhood.

Exchange Children. 

Among the oddities of European education at present 
is the exchange of children system. 

Last year the Paris branch reported 146 exchanges, 


affecting 292 children, an increase of twenty-six ex- | 


changes over 1906, and the greatest number to date. 
The plan is to have a boy or girl: from a French fam- 
ily sent to Germany or England, where he or she be- 
comes a member of a German or an English ‘amily, 


the latter in return sending a child to France who is’ 


taken in charge by the parents of the French child. 
Each family pays the traveling expenses of its own 

child. and keeps it clothed. Nothing is paid for bed or 

board on either side. The society pays all expenses of 


' finding consenting families, of negotiating the exchange 


and of safeguarding the children in transit. 
The main purpose is set forth as being the reciprocal 


ery exchanged child, it is assumed, will take home a 


genial impression of its foreign sojourn and will always 
have a kindly feeling for its hosts. 


By far the greater number of exchanges are for the 
school vacation season only. This,.it is expected, may 
be made very general. : | 

Last year’s exchanges were divided as follows: 
France-Germany, 105 cases; France-England, 34; France- 
Austria, 5; Germany-England, 1; Germany-ltaly, 1. There 
are 240 boys and 52 girls exchanged; England furnished 
eight of the girls, Austria three, and the rest were 
French. 


The probable spread of the system is indicated by the . 
fact that the. society received altogether 2500 tentative 
proposals for exchanges during the year. 


Altogether 


800 exchanges have been negotiated since the society 
started.—[New York Sun.

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OUR BALSAM FIR. 
SOME CHARACTERISTICS OF A COMMON 
CALIFORNIA TREE. 
By Ernest Braunton. 


LARGE number of readers of this department 
have from time to time asked to have our local 


native trees fully described in non-technical terms. 


so that one without any knowledge of botany may with 
some certainty determine the trees they meet on moun- 
tain, hillside or cafion depths. This we will undertake 
to do, and give as well some points of interest about each 


_ tree not in any way connected with the recognition of 


the tree. So far as these sketches are concerned they 


will be continued at the pleasure of our readers, running 
alphabetically in the order of their botanical names. 


Abies concolor is the only species of fir common 
throughout Southern California, and is know#i locally as 
balsam, white, or silver fir, though all of these names 
are applied to other species. It belongs to a family of 
about twenty-five species widely distributed over the 
northern hemisphere nearly half of which are found in 
the western half of North America and four species are 
common in California. These are, besides the local 
‘one mentioned, A. grandis, white fir; A. venusta, silver 


or Santa Lucia fir, and A, magnifica, the red fir. The 


Douglas or false spruce (Pseudotsuga Douglasii, or P. 
macrocarpa) is often classed with the Abies, and as it 
is the first tree met with in our local mountain climbs, it 
may be well to note that the cones of our fir always 
stand erect while those of the false spruce droop. 


Abies concolor ranges from Arizona to Oregon and 
Nevada, and is found in Southern California, on the San 
Gabriel, San Bernardino and San Jacinto Mountains. It 
is a rough, gray-barked tree of varying heights up to 150 
feet. Under the outer bark or layer of bark it is pale 
yellow in color. The branches are smooth, with circular 
scars from whence the leaves have fallen. The leaves 
are really spirally arranged, but owing to a peculiar 
twist at the base of some they appeared to be two-ranked 
or arranged on two sides of the stem, similar to our 
flat-leafed ferns. The leaves are very narrow and from 


two to three inches long on the lower branches, but — 


shorter above: are flat and obtusely pointed, and pale 
green on both sides. The cones are rather light and 
flimsy of structure when ripe, three to five inches long, 
always erect, maturing the first year and fall to pieces 


on the tree, leaving the center or axis remaining looking 


as though the tree had been decorated with little Christ- 
mas candles. Cones are therefore never found under the 
trees unless some unusual force has knocked them off. 


Acacia Greggii. 


We have one native specie of acacia, though it does not 
approach Los Angeles nearer than about 100 miles, the 
nearest point of its native heath being San Gorgonio 
Pass beyond San Bernardino. It is either a small tree or 
a straggling shrub, sometimes, under favorable condl- 
tions, attaining a height of twenty feet. It is found on 
the western border of the Colorado Desert and runs far 
over the border of both State and country. It has 
stout recurved spines, flat at the base and about a quarter 
inch long. The leaves are fern-shaped, branched into 
four or five parts with four or five pairs of leaflets on 
each part. The pods are small, flat, usually With about 
two seeds in each, much constricted or narrowed between 


the seeds and after the seeds have dropped out the pods 


remain on the tree. It flowers in rather a desultory 
manner from April to September and is by no means 
valuable as an ornamental. In English it is known as 


‘the Cat’s Claw, and to the Spanish as Ufia de Gato. 


The Large-Leaved Maple. 


In the ascent of Mount Lowe one finds along the water 
courses after having toiled upward to about 3000 feet, 
our big-leafed maple (Acer macrophyllum.) It is a 
handsome tree, growing larger as we travel northward 
until we reach Oregon, though it extends up the coast 


to Alaska. It makes a handsome deciduous shade tree- 


and thrives in our hot, interior valleys. As we have 
but the one species locally and nearly every one knows @ 
maple at first glance, it would seem unnecessary to here 
describe it. 

Fiowers Brighten Life. 

Flowers brighten many lives that have little else to 
cheer them; many a cottage which would otherwise be 
considered squalid is made cheerful and homelike by an 
abundance of flowering plants, even though of the 
cheaper and more common sorts. This bright array of 
colors has kept many a child interested and at home 
who would, had the yard been bare, have left for more 
congenial surroundings, for there is usually a sympa- 
thetic relation between humans and plant life. : 


Gardens Not Costly. 3 

No one in California should hesitate to make a garden 
through fear of cost. Good plants at very low cost are 
on sale in all our plant depots, and if one cannot afford 
even these, there are scores that readily grow from cut- 
tings with the most ordinary treatment. Many others 
seed so freely that one plant will in a single year stock 
a whole neighborhood with its offspring. There is no 
land beneath the sun where a garden of attractiveness 
may be so easily and cheaply built as in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
Sago Paims in Bloom. | 


Very few gardens are fortunate enough to have sago 


plants of both sexes In bloom at the same time, but such 
has been the case during the past summer in the grounds 
of the Hotel Green at Pasadena. Both plants are typi- 
cal, and about the same size, and show very markedly 
the difference between the pistillate or female blossom 
and the staminate or male. In gross aspect the former 
looks like a brownish cabbage head and the latter quite 
like a giant pine cone. The cone-like structure sheds 
perfect showers of golden pollen dust and by pulling 
apart the fracts or branch-like leaves of the cabbage 
head the marble-like ovaries may be seen nestling down 
in the heart of the blossom. A study of the two is very 
interesting and enlightening. 


Bare Back Yards. 


There is no more desolate scene at this time of the 
year than the bare back yard nor any view more rest- 
ful and satisfying than one filled to overflowing with 
appropriate vegetation. Borders against the fences and 
buildings with vines to cover the former and ornament 
the latter will transform a desert into a veritable para- 
dise. When one views the contrasts presented in some 
sections of our city he is led to wonder what class or

Our First Public Parks. 


The first step in municipal park development began in 
1849, with the articles which A. J. Downing wrote for 
the New York papers. To them can be traced the for- 
mation of Elm Park in Worcester, Bushnell Park in 
Hartfc.d, and Central Park in New York, the first three 
distinctly municipal parks in the United States. During 
the next five years a portion of the land now known as 
Fairmount Park, in Philadelphia, was taken from the 
water department and dedicated for park “purposes. 


Druid Hill Park in Baltimore, Lincoln Park in Chicago 


were begun, and some other cities were taking steps 
toward installing municipal parks. During the period 
of our Civil War but little was done in park work, but 
about 1870 it revived with considerable energy, and dur- 
ing the next twenty-five years many of*our large park 
systems were evolved. It was during these years that 
Frederick Law Olmsted was in his prime and doing his 
great work, which culminated in the World’s Fair 
grounds in Chicago in 1893. Also during this period 
several other skilled landscape architects came to the 
front.

So it may be marked, 
and remarked that neither in a natural or an unnatural 
state can man walk in a_ perfectly straight line. Pre- 
serve all the beautiful landscapes and we will have both 
towns and cities more attractive. A well-known writer 
on civic beauty has said: “More people and more gen- 
erations of people may gain a mental, moral and physical 
uplift from the living picture of a really beautiful land- 
scape with its never-ending change with the procession 
of the seasons, than from any landscape upon canvas.”

A tree 
wrongly pruned can never be entirely righted nor its 
original beauty restored. Some pruning on street trees 
is necessary each year, to remove dead wood, shape the 


tree, prevent it from breaking down, remove abnormal] 


growths, to thin out an excess of branches, or to pro- 
mote greater health and vigor by reducing the top until 
the roots are easily sufficient for the work required of 
them; but such work should only be done by experienced 


and competent men. Our evergreen trees do not need: 
the pruning necessary to the deciduous street trees of 


the East which gives us still more warrant for asking 
that the small amount necessary should be properly per- 
formed. If our city forester had sufficient funds at his 
command local nurserymen could furnish him with 
pruners who have been tried and found efficient. —

HEN is an egg machine, good or bad. With 
power of choice she is a poor one, generally.

We do not want hens to lay eggs in the spring only, as 
they will if given power of choice. We want them to 
lay every month in the year, and give up the notion of 
making their own living and of breeding and caring 
for young. We can control young hens by special treat- 
ment of habitat and physique, but old hens are too smart 
to be controlled or else we wear out the hen gearing in 
a few years. Personal smartness and giving away of 
gear both probably enter into our defeat. Humanity 
gets many a lesson in these smart days from old hens.

contact, but it takes a good mechanic in constant atten- 
dance to adjust the two. If anybody queries what may 
be a hen motor, let him go kill a hen, and what departs 
from the expression of the hen is the motor, what re- 
mains being the machine. We are not able to compete 
with nature and make either machine or motor, and it 
is well to consider our limitations and realize how much 
of mystery and mastery lies in a small eggshell as it 
comes from the hen. In order to keep the motor work- 


ing right, the machine which carries it must be right. . 


The machines we make are able to stand idle and wait 


for power, but the hen machine, like al! living things, 


burns up at once without a motive power turned on for 
going. We can’t meddle with the levers and have a 
hen: but we can put an egg into environment which is 
able tc make an egg machine—if only a female egg. Put 
into even heat at about 100 degrees with proper amount 
of moisture, a little individual in the shell will signal 
and walk out of it on the twenty-first day, while the hen 
mechanic waits most respectfully. He knows how, and 


serves the right kind of air and heat to make a healthy 


chirper if the little fellow only started out of masterful 
mystery a normal germ. The start is almost everything 
—quite everything. Heredity is a monarchy if given 


power of choice, but the hen mechanic dictates things 
_ that better be, and expects the kind of tot that tumbles 


out of the shell. Both the tot and the mechanic is help- 
less unless working ogether. It is a trade to grow 
chickens into egg machines, and not the least of tradeg. 


With right environment, the normal hen chick has to 
respond to conditions with an egg-laying machine. 
Food is the fuel which keeps up combustion, and the 
kind of food determines the action of special parts. If 
we feed fat-producing foods the hen takes on fat, and 
fat is against eggs. If muscle food be left out of the 
diet the hen will be soft, and not equal to egg making, 
while if fed muscle food which digests she has to have 
muscle, A hen will not hold out long that can’t digest 
proper food. There was something wrong with her 
start. or she would have to digest proper foods. The 
hen mechanic builds his machine for the special busi- 
ness by feeding special foods specially, the hen being 
in strict confinement and not left to choose. The hens 


to the fact that. large egg production, though very 
desirable from a commercial point of view, never- 
theless had a tendéncy to weaken the offspring of hens 
with abnormal egg records. This fact has been strongly 
demonstrated in the experiments carried on by the 
Maine Experiment Station which, by careful selection 
and breeding, had been successful in the creation of a 
flock of Barred Plymouth Rock hens that averaged 
something like 200 eggs per year. It is, indeed, of the 
utmost importance that for breeding purposes the male 
bird possess strong constitutional powers; must be pug- 
nacious, vigorous, active—indeed, be the “cock of the 
walk.” As an object lesson in the general appearance 


‘of a strong constiutional bird and one who lacks these 


qualities, we show, herewith, two illustrations of two 
Barred Rock males of the same age. Not only does 
constitutional vigor apply to the inherent breeding 
quality of the bird, but it also possesses a broad signi- 
ficance in its-outward apearance. Note the clear eye, 
the strong comb, the well developed head points, broad

And I observe that a number of my friends 
are beginning to treat me haughtily, especially when 
they catch me redhanded in the act of riding around 
in my car. | should add that all of those who bestow 
the aslant gaze upon me are fellows who don’t own au- 
tomobiles. I have heard indirectly that some of those 
fellows express the conviction that I have developed a 
case of the enlarged head. They make this asseveration 
in connection with the fact that I own an automobile 
and drive it around the streets of New York. One of 
these friends, it has come to me, has announced his be- 
lief that I have become too large for my clothing. A 
man with whom | used to be on quite cordial terms has, 
it seems, resented my flaunting past his house at all 
hours in a big monstrosity of a buzz wagon—I use his 
words as they were reported to me. This man lives on 
a street that is used by many pleasure vehicles because 
it is a wide, well-paved street. Of course until I heard 
of his remark I never knew that I hurt him in going by 
his house in a motor car. Since I heard it, I’ve invari- 
ably made a detour when in his neighborhood with an 
automobile to avoid passing by his house, for really I 
don’t want to hurt anybody's feelings. 

“I hate to annoy any of my neighbors and friends, 
but, because some of them take my motor car so much 
to heart, and fancy I’ve developed a case of elephanti- 
asis because I own it, it’s not up to me to sell the ma- 
chine or have it converted into junk, is it? 

“You see, I enjoy the thing. I like to ride about in 
it. It’s one of my few pleasures. Now, | know lots of 
fellows who enjoy playing poker. I don’t, because I'm 
a wretched player of the game, and | can’t stand the loss 
of sleep, anyhow. But I don’t object to their playing 
| poker. Not in the least. [| listen to their stories of 
how they caught a pat full against the other fellow’s 
pat flush, and how they didn’t do one solitary, single 


thing to the other fellow, with real interest and enjoy-— 


ment. I don’t hate them for playing poker, because I 
know they like the game, and I’m glad they're glad. 

“Several of my friends drink quite an amount of 
liquor, because they enjoy it, have fun with it, and pre- 
sumably know their own business. I don’t take it for 
granted that they don’t know their own business. I don’t 
object to their drinking. If they like it and enjoy it, why, 
I've got no kick coming. Plenty of fellows 1 know goin 
| for handball, golf, canoeing, and so on. They become en- 
,thusiasts over these things and talk to me at great 
‘Jength over their hobbies when I meet them, and I al- 
ways listen to them with interest and gladness, whether 
| have any genuine regard for the subject matter of 
their fads or not. I don’t learn to dislike fellows who 
become baseball or fishing or hunting bugs. These 
things are their pleasures. 

“Why, then, should these chaps ‘furtively dislike me, 
as I know a number of them do, because I have a motor 
car and go about in it? 

“I don’t know. I give it up. You can search me. 

“The answer may easily be sprung that the other 
forms of enjoyment to which I’ve alluded—poker play- 
ing, rum drinking, canoeing, fishing, hunting and the 
like are not ‘dangerous to other people’ or that they 
don’t ‘interfere with the comfort of other people.’ 

“Well. | am here to deny that the automobile is so 
infernally dangerous to other people as it is represented 
to be. I am perfectly and placidly aware that my de- 
nial combined with the denials of all the other automo- 
bile people on the globe won't have the slightest effect 
upon the folks who don’t own automobiles or ride in them 
themselves, but I make the denial) all the same if only 
for the purpose of getting the thing out of my system. 
“More than that, I aver, affirm, vow and vum in al! so- 
‘lemnity that ninety-nine one-hundredths of all the auto- 


mobilists of the city of New York take into strictest 
account the comfort, safety and equanimity of the pe- 
destrians on the streets. Moreover, I would maintain 
with my dying breath that there are not in New York 
as many reckless, high-speed automobile drivers as 
there are reckless high-speed drivers. of carriages, de- 
livery wagons and other vehicles pulled by horses. 

“No use in talking at all, lots of folks have a warped 
view with respect to the owners and drivers of motor 
cars. Why should the man on the street swell up with 
wrath over the sight of an automobile approaching him, 
even at a moderate rate of speed, when he never gen- 
erates a similar feeling with respect to the richly- 
appointed carriage with a crest, more or less ridiculous, 
emblazoned upon the panels, pulled by a couple of gaily- 
caparisoned steeds, when that kind of an outfit bears 
down upon him at a reckless and arrogant rate of speed, 
just as often as not? 


“I'd like to know if it isn’t a reasonable enough prop- 
osition that the automobile, if folks would only admit it, 
really is only about one-half as dangerous as a car- 
riage drawn by horses. The automobile is under thor- 
ough control, the horses may not be. The drivers of 
some New York carriages are impudent, defiant, seem- 
ingly possessed of the opinion that they are above the 
law, as indeed some of them really seem to be. If you 
don't scoot out of the way in a hurry they'll run you 
down. 

“Now, one of these richly-appointed carriages drawn 
by a fine pair of horses and including the expensive trap- 
pings costs just about as much as a good automobile. 
Why then should the man on the street who has to 
scurry like all Harry to escape from the rapidly-driven 
carriage accept the arrogant driving of the coachman 
as a matter of course and offer no protest or word of 
resentment, when he scowls and growls savage things 
when he hears the toot of an approaching automobile 
that begins to slow up about thirty feet away from him 
if he doesn’t fee] like exhibiting the necessary alacrity 
in getting out of the way? 3 | 

“Once more I invite you to search me. 

“A great many of these sulky, resentful pedestrians, 
the ones who have the utterly unreasonable grouch 
against people who ride in motor cars, are said to resent 
being warned out of the way by the toot of the auto 
horn. They complain aboyt the horn. They might 
just as well ask why is a cow or when is a hen. How- 
ever, inasmuch as some folks really do not seem to ap- — 
prehend why the horn of the automobile is necessary 
permit me to unravel the mystery: It’s because, you 
see, if there were no horn why the folks on the streets 


wouldn't know the motor car was coming. 


“Deep, isn’t it? Hard to understand, hey? You see, 
when a carriage or a laundry wagon or a dirt or coal 
cart is approaching the horse or horses make a clatter- 
ing on the pavement with their iron-shod feet—pro- 
found what I’m saying now, isn’t it?—and the horse- 
drawn vehicle creaks and rattles and otherwise an- 
nounces {ts contiguity, propinquity and approaching jux- 
taposition, so to speak. .- 

“But the motor car, as maybe you've noticed, runs on 
rubber tires, and some automobiles make no noise what- 
ever that can be heard above the ordinary hum of the 
street and the din of traffic. Consequently automobiles 
are fitted with horns wherewith the driver may warn 
folks passing in front of the machines. That's the an- 
swer to the question ‘Why is an automobile horn? And 
yet there are slews and slathers of folks who when they 
are crossing directly in front of the path of a motor 
ear will turn around and glare most ferociously and 
vitriolically at the driver when they hear the ever so 
gentle, not to say apologetic, warning toot of the horn. 

“To see them doing this you'd imagine that the driver 
of the motor car had hurled a passé egg or a tired vege- 
table at them with all of his might and main and aim. 
Not only that, but many of them the instant they hear 
the little tootlet of the horn deliberately slacken up 
their speed and cross the motor car’s path with the 
greatest imaginable leisure, just to show the driver that 
they don't care for any old automobile; that they're free 
and independent citizens; that they're going to walk the 
streets at their own pace just as often and as long as 
they danged please; that they don’t think much of these 
automobile bugs, nohow; that the streets were made 
first for pedestrians and for fluffy wuffy motor-car idiots 
last of all, and so on and so on. 
y“In those ancient days when the streets of New York 
were filled with flying bicycles nobody ever appeared to 
resent the tinkle of the bicycle bell that foretold the 
approach of the little machine. They took that warn- 
ing signal as a matter of course and stepped willingly 
out of the way. Why, then, is this buck over the tooter 
of the automobile? Doesn't the general attitude in this 
respect prove that the nub of the grouch., is their resent- 
ment held against the folks who are sufficiently prosper- 
ous to be possessed of motor cars? | 

“Nope, I haven't the speed bug. I don’t want to race 
or even to go fast in my machine. I'm perfectly satis- 
fied to obey the speed laws down to the final letter and 
comma and semicolon. There wouldn't be the slightest | 
fun or satisfaction for me in chasing around scaring , 
folks half to death and provoking their hatred and per-— 
haps their violence. That's why it sort of gets me Dil- 
ious when there’s a great big yammering how] directed 
at all automobilists, irrespective of previous condition, 
age or servitude, when some one bughouse driver of a 
ear gets into a messy accident owing to his mania for 
fast driving. When one locomotive engineer disregards 
omiers and gets his train into a ditch we don’t howl 
that all locomotive engineers are madmen and maniacs 
and things, do we? Well, then, what's the answer? 

“The automobile isn’t any new thing any more, and 
that’s why I'm becoming some doubtful whether folks 
who don’t own them will ever make up their minds that 
automobilists are human beings. The grand remedy 
would be to provide everybody with an automobile. 
That would fix it al! right.” |

If all the short cuts to relief from scale pests, 
including the use of parasites, had worked out as prom- 
ised, several tons of scale would be destroyed annually 
that now roost high and feed upon the life of the trees.

“No improvement taking place, it was thought that 
another change might be of benefit, so he was sent to 
a mission in Utah. Before the first winter was over 
he was obliged to preach his sermons while sitting, not 
being able to support himself on his feet. In the mean- 
while, the wife also contracted the disease, and was fail- 
ing even more rapidly. The clergyman became con- 
vinced that should he be sent to California, both would 
recover; and at length funds were raised sufficient to 
send them through, and they came to a town not very 
far from Los Angeles. One week after their arrival the 
wife died, and two weeks later the husband followed. 

“This man was an ordained preacher, and an edu- 
cated man—at least in his profession—yet he failed to 
realize that, afflicted as he was, their manner of living 
would surely cause the death of his bride. 


“This case is mentioned merely as an illustration. 
Any one with limited imagination can follow and trace 
cause and effect in thousands of such cases. On the 
dangerous mountain trails the horse is not used, for the 
alleged reason that he has not sufficient courage to 
travel the dangerous passes. Hence the burro is sub- 
stituted. The horse has a lively imagination, and see- 
ing the danger, knows it. The other is called ‘sure- 
footed’ because he knows not the danger. There is not 
a spark of imagination in an ass.” 

“Marriage is the suicide of love,” said Prof. Edward 
D. Monroe, Ph.D., of Stanford University, before the 
Woman's Litetary Club of Woodlawn, Chicago.

Judge Van Zant’s stand on the marriage question is 
the result of a deep-rooted conviction on his part that 
the magistrate performing the wedding ceremony is in a 
degree culpable if the union turns out to be a failure. 
His declaration was prompted by the double wedding of 
two young couples arrested in a lodging-house. He not 
only declared such enforced marriages to be a hollow 
mockery of the marital relation, but declined hereafter 
to act as magistrate in any marriage whatever. 

On thé same day that this was printed in The Times 
appeared the following pitiful story from St. Louis: 

“Mrs. Ira Burton, a 14-year-old wife, said today at the 
City Hospital that she had concluded marriage was a 
failure. Quarrels and separation from her husband due 
to parental interference from both families, she says, 
caused her to attempt suicide by taking morphine. 

“‘My mother-in-law thought I should like my hus- 
band,’ she said. ‘My mother thought I was not strong 
enough, and they quarreled over it. My husband and I

here, following a secret marriage in Memphis, Tenn., on 
May 22, 1908. According to the child-wife’s complaint, 
the attentions paid to her last spring by Louis Filmore 
were objected to by her parents, Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Cur- 
tis, and they sent her to visit relatives in Ryne, Ia. 
Filmore is alleged to have boarded a train and followed 
the girl, whom he persuaded to go to Tennessee, where 
her age was given as 16. It is charged that upon their 
return Filmore abused his bride, used vile language 
toward her, and otherwise treated her cruelly, and 
finally, on July 4, locked her out of their home. There 
will be a sharp fight over alimony, as Filmore is well-. 
to-do.” 

Yet, Americans hold up their hands in holy horror at 
the marital customs of the Mormons and the Turks and 
at those who practice stirpiculture. 

Not one marriage in a thousand is entered into on 
account of mutual adaptation and not one child in a hun- 
dred thousand is deliberately begotten. 

Is it any wonder that marriage is so often a failure? 

What we need is not more difficulty in securing di- 
vorce, but more deliberation and circumspection in’ mar- 
rying. | 

Here are some wise remarks on the subject of adapt- 
ability in marriage. They are by Dr. E. B. Foote in 
his “Home Cyclopedia.” 

“Some very important reforms are necessary to make 
monogamic marriage what it should be. Many of these 
have already been pressed upon the attention of the 
reader. The most important of them all is adaptation in 
marriage. To secure this, you should put yourself in 
positions to meet with a variety of individuals of the 
opposite sex; seek, rather than avoid, society; familiar- 
ize your minds with mental adaptation, and especially 
with physical adaptation, study carefully the tempera- 
ments, and avoid much social intimacy with those who 
are not temperamentally adapted, as it is often the case 
that a platonic attachment springs up between two who 
are totally unsuited physiologically to come together in 
wedlock, and this mental congeniality leads the two pla- 
tonic lovers to so far commit themselves that they can- 
not gracefully ‘back out’ of an engagement. This is 
unfortunate for the present, and, in many cases, disas- 
trous. in the future. Such engagements, if made, had 
much better be broken if both of the parties concerned 
can consent to this course. 


“It becomes a difficult, if not cruel alternative. when 
one of the parties cannot detach the fixed affections. It 
is hard to advise in a case of this kind, but physiological 
facts should be presented to the one whose constancy 
exists in spite of alleged incompatability, and in most 
intelligent minds they would not be revealed without 
producing a wholesome result. Above all things, never 
marry for a home, for money, for position, for revenge, 
for obstinacy, to please friends, nor to show your grati- 
tude to any one who has greatly befriended you in ad- 
versity, or saved your life when in peril. In the last- 
mentioned consideration you may much better give all 
you have and mortgage all your prospective gains as a 
recompense, than to deed away your future happiness.”

“The 
female or negative principle,” he says, “is likely to be 
found in the man as in the woman, and the male prin- 
ciple is just as likely to be found in the woman as in 
the man. The feminine principle is always magnetic, 
whether found in man or woman, and the masculine 
principle is always electric, no matter in which one it pre- 
dominates.” In perfection, the author says man—which 
refers both to man and woman—is created dual. That 
is to say, he possesses both a magnetic and electric tem- 
perament, and requires no companionship other than 
himself.

|) RECENT dispatch from New York announced that 
Dr. Charlies A. L. Reed, of Cincinnati, chairman of the 
committee of the American Medical Association on na- 


4 tional medical legislation, is still boosting the subject 


of the passage by Congress of a law to conserve the 
health of the public, simflar to the one proposed by the 
AMA. It is also stated that President Roosevelt has 
agreed to recommend in his next message to Congress 
the passage of such a law. 

As previously stated, in the opinion of the editor of 
the Care of the Body the passage of such a law would be 


little short of a national calamity. This for reasons 
abundantly set forth heretofore in these columns, — 

In the latest number of the official organ of the Amer- 
ican Health League (“American Health,”) there is pub- 
lished a defense of vivisection and also a strong eulogy 
of Pasteur and his hydrophobia treatment. Now, the 
fact is, as admitted by many eminent physicians, that 
Pasteur has done vastly more harm than good. The 
number of asserted hydrophobia cases has vastly in- 
creased in France since his system was introduced, just 
as the number of asserted diphtheria cases has enor- 
mously increased of late years. 

Dr. Reed—who has Senatorial ambitions, and would 
like to introduce the medical element into Congress— 
draws attention to the fact that 60,000 persons die every 
year of cancer. How, pray, is a national board of health 
to prevent this? By compulsory carving? Eminent sure 
geons have admitted that the chance of permanent re- 
covery from cancer after an operation are as one in 200. 

Such a board of health as that proposed would be 
merely a further step in forging the shackles that the 
political doctors are anxious to clasp around the limbs 
of the American people. Even in the ranks of the allo- 
pathic medical fraternity there is serious and wide- 
spread dissatisfaction over the tyrannical methods of 
the medica] trust—the American Medical Association. 

We already have too much médical legislation. A bu- 
reau to insure genera] cleanliness and the sale of clean 
foods and drinks would be all right, but that is as far 
as the government should go. Apart from this, every 
man in this country should be as free to choose his 
school of medicine as he is to choose his school of reli- 
gion. Otherwise, our boasted American liberty is a 
farce. 


Dr. J. A. Rigby of Preston, England, consulting phy- 
sician to the Royal Infirmary there, had a brave and out- 


| spoken article in the December number of the Indepen- 


dent Review upon the surgeon’s power of life and death. 
Among other things he said: 

“This terrible power of life and death is thus placed 
in the hands of an inexperienced youth, practically with- 
out any safeguard whatever; for after the operation is 
over, provided the patient dies, the operator merely re- 
quires to fill up a form of certificate furnished by the 
State, in which there is stated the disease for which the 
operation been performed, the nature of the opera- 
tion more or less explicitly expressed, with the fatal 
result. There is an end of the matter. The State in no 
way troubles itself about the interests of the patient, and 
the law allows to remain uninvestigated a death which 
may have been caused by culpable ignorance, want of 
experience, or other causes which certainly shoul be in- 
vestigated.” | 

There is a strong movement in England just now to 
demand Corqners’ inquests on persons who die after a 
surgical operation—a reasonable request. | 

A woman correspondent writes as follows: : 

“The M.D’s are now introducing hypnotism courses in 
the medical coileges, so we can look to more butchery 
on the operating table now. Poor victims will be taken 
unawares. I went that way, so know whereof I speak. 
The latest operation I heard of was removing the uterus 
and leaving the ovaries.” 

In Vienna is the largest hospital in Europe—probably 
the largest in the world. It is called the Algemeine 
Krankenhaus. It receives charity patients from all over 
the empire of Austria. They are sent there to be experi- 
mented upon in the dissecting-rooms. The operations 
attract students of medicine from all parts of the world, 
even as the decaying carcass of a steer upon the plains 
attracts the buzzards from far and near. 

In this hospital operations are carried on in a most 
heartless manner, in the interest of medical “science.” 
Rather, say, in most cases, in the interest of medical 
curiosity. What is gained from these cruel and harm- 
ful assaults upom the human form divine? Probably 
some suggestion for a new animal poison, to be injected 
into the blood, which in turn, within a few years, will 
be cast aside, as not only useless but injurious, and 
something else substituted therefor, that is as bad, or 
perhaps even worse. The greatest thing in the healing 
line that ever came out of Vienna was bloodless surgery, 
and Dr. Lorenz did not have to mutilate human beings 
in order to learn that. 

This sort of thing is, in plain language, human vivi- 
section. That is what it is, and that is what all the 
ambitious carvers of human beings are anxious to have, 
as a regular thing. In France the proposition was re- 


.cently put forth openly that medical men should be per- 


mitted to take criminals and experiment upon them by 
cutting them them up alive. Always, of course, in the 
interest of medical “science.” 

An English friend, who has been studying in Vienna, 
recently sent the editor of the Care of the Body the fol- 
lowing little story of the Vienna hospital: A lad who 
had been mangled in a railroad accident was brought to 
the hospital and placed on the operating table. The sur- 
geons stuck a knife into him without first giving him an 
anesthetic. Whereupon the boy howled pitifully. The 
surgeon hit him in the face with his fist, saying: 
“Hault’s maul”—‘“shut your mouth.” The next day the 
boy died. 

We see in such conditions as these what would hap- 
pen to us if the medical fraternity was allowed all the 
power it craves. It would be an unpleasant world to 
live in. 

Americans must guard their medical liberty as sacredly 
as they guard their social and religious liberty.
